Judgment was given in the case of 
Roberts v. the Hills Plymouth Colliery 
Co., on plaintifs appeal from a decision 
of the Lord Chiel Justice giving judgment

tain allowances per ton, im addition to the 
stipulated rate of pay on cutting coal, to 
the men working in certain seams where 
the coal was difficult to get, but ia Novem.

on the ground that the profits would not 
admit of its being paid. The men refused 
to consent, coutending that it was s case 
which ought to be referred to the Sliding 
Scale Committee; but the manager de- 
ained, on the ground that it did not come 
under its jurisdiction. The mauager gaye 
the men a month's notice of dismissal, but, 
however, on another date offered to refer 
the matter to the decision of the Sliding 
Scale Committee, providing that its de- 
cision was not retrospective, but was only 
to take effect from Feb. 1, 1896. The men 
would not consent to this, and the col- 
lievies were closed. 
trator was appointed, who awarded the 
men 1jd. per ton, and on March 26, 1896, 
work was resumed. Plaintiff accordingly 
brought his action, claiming damages for 
elleged wrongful dismis: 
1896.—The Lord Chief Justice decided that 
the manager of the colliery was within 
his rights in giving the men a month's 
notice, on the ground that there was no 
question in dispute within the meaning of 
the sliding ecale agreement, and gave judg- 
ment for defendants with costs. On be- 
half of applicant (plaintiff) it was con- 
tended that the colliery owners had no
